A little investigation 
closed that the United States has 
an elaborate monitoring system 
for keeping track of fallout that 
covers not only this country but 
spreads around the world. Also, 
it is not now averse to revealing 
its methods, since there is no 
question but that the Soviet Union 
has an equally extensive system 
of its own. The issue in dispute 
today is the meaning of the infor- 
mation gathered by this monitor- 
ing, how actually or potentially 
dangerous the fallout is. 

Three organizations 
in. monitoring fallout for the 
U.S. government: the U.S. Weath- 
er Bureau, the Public Health 
Service and the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Each one of the agencies in 
volved gathers its information in 
its own peculiar fashion 

The Weather . Bureau works 
through some 100. of its weather 
bureau stations collecting daily 
data on fallout. If uses the ‘‘gum 
paper’’ method—or flypaper proc- 
ess. Flach day these stations put 
out a piece of this gummed paper 
which catches whatever fallout 
particles there are over a 24-hour 
period. 

These samples are then care- 
fully packed and shipped to the 
AEC’s Health and Safety Labora- 
tory in New York. There they are 
reduced to ashes and the radio- 
activity and composition of each 
recorded by extremely sensitive

Troposphere fallout 
is short-lived and runs in latitu- 
dinal bands around the world; in 
contrast, atmosphere fallout does 
not come down for years and ig 
diffused over the whole globe.

Himanitarian opinion, as_ il- 
lustrated by the appeals of Dr. 
Aibert Schweitzer and others, 
takes a very long-range view of 
the possibility that continued 
H-bomb testing could damage the 
health of future generations and 
instinctively resolves doubts on 
the side of ending the tests re- 
gardiess of how vital nuclear 
weapons may be as the shield 
against aggression. 

Official opinion usually rests on 
the premise that improved nu- 
clear weapons are necessary to 
defense and on distrust of Soviet 
promises. It cites the evidene 
that the risks from radioactivity 
*‘are less than the risks of every- 
day living.” 

Humanitarian opinion § usually 
justifies its demand for the im- 
mediate, all-out ban on tests on 
the premise that hydrogen war 
is such a peril to all mankind 
that any step that might curtail 
the tools of such a war is desir- 
able. It cites the view of some 
scientists that the present and 
future danger from radioactivity 
may he greater than some say. 

I do not say that official opinion 
ignores humanitarian considera- 
tions or that all humanitarians 
ignore the military factor: only 
that each usually approaches its 
concinsion from a different di- 
rection.

Taxpayer Foots Bill 
For Sly Lobbying 


WASHINGTON—A propaganda gimmick, by no 
means new but currently being exposed here from 
several quarters, is that indulged in by some busi- 


his own knowledge that the time 
has come when the West wouid 
not be hurt militarily if testing 
was stopped immediately. Per- 
haps that point is near. It is im- 
portant to recognize that as far 
as nuclear testing in recent vears 
by the United States :s concerned, 
the scientists and military have 
learned some very important 
things. 

We have been able to reduce 
the size of an explodable bomb 
many times. 

We are able to produce cheap- 
er bombs; not financia!), 
er, but with a greativ reduced 
use of fissionable materia 

We have made the employment 
of nuclear weapons far safer for 
tactical purposes, far safer for 
our troops. 

It's mighty easy to say that we 
now know all we need to know 
about nuclear weapons, that fur- 
ther testing is not important. The 
fact is that we did not know in 
advance that any of the foregoing 
developments would be forthcom- 
ing from the tests of recent 
years. 

I am not saying that the time 
may not he near when the tests 
can be stopped or limited by an 
agreement between the United 
States, Britain and the Soviet 
Union; only that they ought not 
to be stopped for the wrong reas- 
ons at the wrong time under un- 
enforceable conditions.

ness corporations, especially electric utilities and gas and oil companies. 
Its unique feature is that the taxpayer pays ‘‘for the privilege of being 
lobhied,”’ as the practice recently was described by the special Senate 


committee investigating political 
contributions. 

It works this way: These cor- 
porations write off in their tax 
returns as ‘‘business expense" 
the cost of ‘‘education'’ cam- 
paigns, a refined name for lobby- 
ing, and the cost of a type of ad- 
vertising that is hardly even 
thinly disguised propaganda. 
What they avoid in taxes in this 
manner the rest of us make up. 

Two lobbying campaigns, of 
which the consumer is now the 
special victim and dupe, are 
those being conducted by the oil 
and gas corporations to stop regu- 
lation of natural gas producers 
by the Federal Power Commis- 
sion and by the electric utilities 
to check further expansion of 
public power development. 

The device that has. most re- 
cently become the concern of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau is de- 
scribed by the Senate Lobby Com- 
mittee as ‘‘newspaper and maga- 
zine advertisements which do not 
expressly support or oppose leg- 
islation but tend to accomplish 
the same result indirectly by 
subtle means, the cost of which 
is also treated as a business ex- 
pense.’’ ; 

Some time ago Sen. Estes Ke- 
fauver (D-Tenn) asked the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau to inves-

tigate this lobby and propaganda 
device that is charced off as 
“business expense.’ The Senate 
Lobby Committee made the same 
suggestion in its final report a 
few days ago. 

In that report is a review of 
another tax deduction § gadget 
used by many of the oil com- 
panies, some of them big ones, 
that created the Natural Gas and 
Oil Resources Committee to cam- 
paign for enactment of the bill to 
exempt natural gas producers 
from regulation by the FPC. 

Most of the companies that 
contributed the nearly two million 
dollars for the ‘“‘education” cam- 
paign for that measure originally 
had planned to deduct their do- 
nation as ‘‘business expense,” 
they testified before the Senate 
committee, But after the investi- 
gation got under way some of 
them changed their plans. 


“The government would have 
lost the taxes on almost two mil- 
lion dollars if all contributors 
had claimed the deduction,” the 
report said.

Science Winner Tried To Make 


Milk From Leaves, Water, Sunlight

Teen-ager Elaine Porter tried 
to make milk from leaves, 


water and sunlight when she 
was 10 years old. 


She knew that cows eat grass 
and leaves, and that a cow’s 
stomach is just about the tem- 
perature of a hot summer day. 
She put the water and leaves 
mixture in the sunlight and 
watched all afternoon for milk 
to appear. 


That was her first scientific 
experiment. It’s failure didn't 
discourage her, and she kept 
doing ‘‘little bitty experiments 
here, there and yonder.’’ Now 
she has been awarded the 
grand prize of the junior 
awards contest sponsored by 
three chapters of Sigma Xi in 
the Atlanta area and the Com- 
municable Disease Center 
branch of the Research Soci- 
ety of America.

Dick Stuart, the most colorful character to suit up 
in a Cracker uniform in many a moon, sat in a restau- 
rant Sunday night in Mobile and remarked that he 
wished he was back in the Pacific Coast League. Big 
Stu had spent a restless afternoon on the bench at Hart- 
well Field while his teammates were squeezing out a 2-0 
victory over the Bears. 

He informed one and all that the Atlanta bench was one place 
where he had no intentions of spending the summer. Less than 24 
hours later the most startling announcement of a surprising sea- 
« son was forthcoming from Poncey. The 
ever changing Crackers had returned 
the fabulous slugger to Pittsburgh 

Manager Buddy Bates issued a 
statement which, in brief, said that 
Stuart did not fit in. ‘‘These boys are 
going for the pennant. and he's going 
for the whole world.’’ The fact that the 
serious-minded Bates doesn't care for 
characters doesn't come under the 
heading of news. 

It's difficult to evaluate Stuart's 
value to the Crackers. He frightens 
pitchers at the plate and afield. In 
hia brief and interesting tenure with 
Atlanta, Big Stu powered eight 
home runs, knocked in 21 and 
stroked an anemic .211. No figures 
are available on the number of men 
he let in, but he'll never be tagged 
a fancy glove man. Stuart summed 
up Stuart when he said, “Home runs are my business.”’ 

And in his business, Big Stu was doing okay. He poled 6 at 
Lincoln last year, which placed him fourth among all-time homer 
hitters in organized baseball. He*smacked six before Clyde Kinz 
dismissed him at Hollywood this season and, of course, he busted 
eight for Atlanta.

Stuart set off a loud noise his first night hefore home folks 
After striking out four straight tunes, he slapped a homer and 
trotted around the bases. He stopped in front of home plate, then 
leap-frogged on the dish. Right then and there, Stuart and the pub- 
lic started going steady. 

They didn't always cheer, but they were interested in what he 
was doing. Writers traveling with the club have reported that 
Stuart was the big attraction wherever the Crackers stopped. 

In Nashville, the loquacious Mr. Stuart announced that 
would make the fans forget about Bob Lennon. He then mauled 
one over the center fence some 450 feet away; which is something 
Lennon didn’t do while walloping 64 for the Vols in ’54. 

In passing it should be noted that some of the old-timers 
didn't approve of Stuart.
